Gem' Renault, win} lived with both sisters — the 

I Jucen of Holland an.l the Oueen of Naples. Of 
I'ersigny — Fialin de Persiny — he ■peaks w ith the 
utmost contempt; he is a course, uncultivated sub- 
altern, who nevertheless has the presumption to 
pretend to produce something new about the pyra- 
mids. 

Humljoldt sends me, with a friendly line, the 
hook w ritten by the Marquis of Normandy U]Ktn 
the Revolution uf 1848.

Tiik Mint ami Hank of Kmm.a.vd, — Through 
the American Kmbassv I obtained a ticket to the 
Mint. The Iiomlon Mint is nearly as old as Lon- 
doi/itaelf. Here the Humans coined money, of 
which some specimens still exist. Here in the 
reie;n of Athelstan oie;Jit moneyers stamped his 
coin. From the time of the Conqueror (ill the 
ho^iiinini; of the present century the mint was in 
the town. In 1X11 the building which it now oc- 
cupies was completed. It is on Tower Hill, and 
is au ample and neat but not elegant structure; 
said to have noflt. with its machinery, over a mil- 
lion of dollars. It is s.iii! that its facilities are so 
extensive that it -can coin (^500,000 worth of 
gold in twenty-four hours. 

There are various departments, each of which 
receives tbe nu tul by weight and transfers it in 
the same way. afler HUM ming its appropriate 
operation uimn it, tn the next. Uold Is oolnod one 
dart sUv* r i another; copper, another; and each 
.lav's wink is |a>rfeoteil before hWojNartdm leave. 

First we have the melting process, in wliich the 
alloy — copper— is add. si; then the thinning ooe. 
The heated liars are lirst planed under the break 
ing-down rollers, by which I hey are reduced to 
one-third of their thickness: then thev are jiassed 
through the cold rollers, and finally they are 
brought lo the exact thickness of the required 
coin by the draw-bench. Pass now to the cut- 
ting-room, where tho strips are cut Into pieces cf 
|.ri.[ier size and weight; next to the sizing-room, 
where they arc separately weighed by a machine- 
ry fnun which you sec tbe pieces under or over 
weight falling into one but — those of exact 
weight into another. 

Yonder sits a little Imv before n huge piece of iron 
all day, sounding the picss^ one bv one, to detect 
the Haws. Poor little fellow! lie wore a most 
melancholy countenance, and neither l.s.ked up 
nor down, lie must lie sick of money. The miser 
should lie doomed to his sad fate. 

Now to the marking room. The rim i» lirst 
raised and the pieces are blanched and annealed. 

Finally, to the coining room, where eight 
presses, each arranged to make seventy strokes s 
minute, send out at every one a perfect coin, 
stamped at latlh sides and milled al the clge. Ite- 
fore each press stands a little boy lo f.ssl ii. The 
Coin is now readv for the tribunal of judgment — 
the Pi v. 

All the faces in the mint seemed blank and 
^lnoiiiv. The youth who led us through wa» cheer- 
ful, pleasant, and coimniinicative. and said, among 
other things, that he was not allowed to take any 
gratuitv from strangers. 

liv t fie kindness of Mr. Vanner we were favonsl 
willi a note fnun the (iovernor of tbe Bank ot 
England, admitting us to all its dc|iart incuts; and 
as it is the greatest bank of discount and dc|Misit 
ill tho world, we could not resist the temptation lo 
see it. We pass, under a guide, successively 
through — 

1. The banking department. 
'.'. The pay department- .ubdlvided into "notes 
for notes, "miles for gold, " "gold for notes," etc. 
There are similar sulidivisions in relation t" silver. 

8, The port bill department, in which is an 
ana ilw ienl for aaaortlng paid notes. 

I. The court for the burning furnace. This fur- 
nace consists in an excavation with a large iron 
wire cage over it. Here there is a monthly binn- 
ing of redeemed notes, amounting in the average 
lo 160 million! of dollars. The redeemed mile, 
are, however, kept on hand ten years before they 
are burned, in order that, if necessary, they may 
be produced as evidence in court in case of crime 
or dispute. Hence the notes burned this month 
were redeemed ten years ago. Five million dol- 
lars a dav are redeemed, and none are ever re-is- 
sticd. WhM they are redeemed the cornels are 
clipped. 

5. The apartment for storing away no'es. Here 
the officers hand us 2bt> million dollars of redeem- 
ed bills in one (wckage, and also a single one for a 
million pounds sterling, in a glass frame. 

6. T he printing department. One of these is 
exclusively for bills. In this are three presses 
worked by steam, which print three thousand bills 
au hour even- day — though they run. I believe, 
only four hours iu the tw enty-four. One of these 
presses simply numbers the bills: the number be- 
ing changed everv moment by machinery; as one 
bill, having received its numl*r. passes on. an- 
other conies up — meanwhile the tigures are chang- 
ed before they fall upon it. 

7. The binding department. The Hank does all 
its binding and printing under its own roof, and 
even makes its own paper. 

X. The iVupailmenl for paving dividends. 
'.I. The packing court, w here I observed seven 
men packing hijn nf silver to go to India, and | 
three large w agons waiting to convey them away. 
The bars are each worth 3?1,2.*h>. 

10. Tbe bullion de|>arliiieiit. Here is gold in 
bars of $l.i«KI each. W e take one or two of them ! 
iu our hands w ithout any great inconvenience. 

II. The treasury deiiarlinent, where are the i 
bills ready to be issued. We are allowed to take 
■ package of live million dollars of these in hand. | 
In this department runs a row of closets lalieled 
Portsmouth, Manchester, Ilristol, etc.. where the 
notes of the various branches are kept. Itelow 
these, in successive rows, are the closets for the 
notes i f the mother liauk. and the coin, assorted 
into .hillings, sixpences, etc.. tied up in bags and 
ma rked. 

14 The department in wliich coin is weighed. 
; it has a number of laixes in w hich the weighing 
is done by machinery; the heaxy sovereigns lieing 
thrown into one division, the light into another. 
Iu the waiting room I observed among the por- 
! traits that of one chief cashier who served the 
Hank fifty-five years, namely, Dan. H u e; and 
I thst of another who served sixty years, namely. 
Abraham Newland. 

The Hank has lieen growing steadily since 
| 1694, when it was first incor|iorated, till it lias 
become a monster indeed. During one week re- 
cently it paid out nearly four million dollars in 
. bullion. It ooversabout three acres, and extends, 
i I think, into five parishes. Il employs over a 
; thousand clerks. The door-keepers arc dressed in 
long scarlet gowns and wear cocked hats; the ser- 
vants have brown coats and hats with gold lace 
bands. Il is always guarded by soldiers, and 
everv evening at (1 o'clock, w hen the clerks leave, 
a company of soldiers is marched in toguaid it 
during tlie night. Although a gloomy-balking 
building tSMhtcrlv. it is x-erv cheerful and here 
and there beautiful interiorly, being well lighted 
from above and through the' courts, and clean as 
a Dutchmau's kitchen; and in passing round you 
may bear tbe canaries, sing aDd see the Aowufl 
bloom in the windows.

state of the Chnrlcstoii CMnpaJgll : 

The whole Northorn |Kirlion of the Charleston 
Convention seems to I* here to-night. I he lluni;- 
l.is men are bruging most lustily; and indeed thev 
seem very confident, ll seems to me, however, 
that almost everything, so far as IHmglas is i-on- 
cermnl, doMods upon the dloamitkMi nude Of the 
double delegations from Illinois ami New Yolk. If 
t lie friends of Douglas from this State an- admit- 
ted, and those of the Administration and Fernan- 
do Wood excluded. Mr. Douglas would get the 
nomination without much difficulty. On the other 
hand, if his friends are turned out. or admitted on 
an equality with the others only, sn that their 
votes will he neutralized, Mr. Douglas is gone. In 
the latter event, it is not iinoroliuMe that the 
friends of the Illinois Senator will w ithdraw from 
the Convention and bolt the ticket. The decision 
of the ahove question, it is generally conceded, 
will make a change of forty-six votes in his chance*. 
Next to him it is difficult to say who seems to In 
the strongest. His opponents are very much di- 
vided, almost every State having a candidate of 
its own. Seymour, of New- York, and Seymour, 
of Connecticut. Lith are referred to a* very popu- 
lar Northern men. Mr. Dickinson is spoken of as 
a man who may be made useful a- a club with 
which to heat out the bratng of Douglas, but who- 
ever is used for such a pur|»ose. it is clear cannot 
expect to he nominated by the votes of Douglas 
friends after that. That is, therefore, about as 
near the nomination as Mr. Dickinson will get. 
Mr. Hiockinridge has nil ill ill«n|i||i 1 think more 
than any one else after Douglas. He declines, 
however, to make any efforts to secure the nomi- 
nation. Perhaps this is the very beet way to get 
it. General Lane looms up next In th» atmos- 
phere, and promises to become a much more for- 
midable caudidate than was at first supposed. 

There is a vast deal of cheating and trading 
going on, or else there is an unconscionable 
atnouut of lving, for we hear nil sorts of re|iorts 
from the different delegates as to how their State.- 
will cast their first choice. I doubt if there evel 
was a time when the members of the delegations 
were such mere tools in the hand of a master as 
now. There are a great many of the delegates 
w ho have no opinions at all as to how they w ill 
vote. They would be much more valuable if thev 
would look wise and say nothing, but thev will 
not do this. They must talk, and they tell whit 
their leader or master says or thinks, with the 
utmost satisfaction. They fully Isdievc that he 
ha* it all arranged, and knows just how it will be. 
These leaders will go down to Charleston and 
merelv ratifv the programme which they agree 
upon here. There is a great strife going on. here 
for the mastery. The head of neatly everv dele- 
gation is here. They arc striving to get the Itest 
trade they can. and i lie probability, I think, is. 
that Mr. "Douglas will outbid all the rest. What 
a farce is this Democratic National Convention' 
The delegates will have utxiut as much to say in 
regard to the nomination as the children in the 
public schools in New York. Thirty men now in 
Washington are settling that matter in advance 
of the meeting of the Convention. Vox janmli. 

It would seem from this account, which is 
evidently candid, that the caucus system will 
achieve its maturity at the Charleston Conven- 
tion. Nay, it will run to the driest of seeds. 
A caucus has been not unaptly defined the 
"mob of mobs", and the Charleston Conven- 
tion promises or threatens to lie the caucus of a 
caucus, the consummate dower and most refined 
quintessence of '•mobs". 

The Courier and Enquirer'* correspondent, 
it will be noticed, inclines to the opinion that 
Douglas will carry the day in this double-dis- 
tilled or quadruple-distilled rabble. The cor- 
respondent may very possibly be right. This 
opinion, it must lie owned, has at all events 
acquired great currency at Washington during 
the last few days. It appears to have been par- 
tially accepted even by the President, The 
Washington corres|K>ndent of the New York 
Express says touching this point: 

The President has changed his mind w ith repanl 
to the chances of Douglas. lie told a friend nighi 
before last tliat DoagUS seemed to be a little in 
advance, hut he thought eiirhty votes all thai 
could be counted for him at the start, and force of 
circumstances might bring it up to the |H)int nec- 
essary to elect him. This is a great collection, 
and the Douglas men having he.ird it, are betting 
more lively than ever U|xm their hero. 

The combat thickens. To-day the Conven- 
tion assembles, and will probably organize, 
whilst, thanks to the magnetic telegraph, the 
whole country w ill watch the proceedings, with 
more or less concent. For our own part, wt 
arc prepared for almost anything, as we sup- 
pose the public generally is. We are in a state 
of imperturbability with respect to the action 
of Locofoco Conventions as profound as that of 
a Turk in his hath or of an Infidel in a Turk- 
ish bath with res]ioct to all things whatever. 
We are ready, if the telegraph announces thai 
the Convention has nominated Douglas, to say, 
"Yes?" and if it proclaims that the Convent. on 
has exploded into two mighty fragments, to 
say, "Ah!"' We are not to lie surprised by any 
intelligence from Charleston. 



g-Wc learn with great pleasure that the 
New York Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church have safely emerged from the 
distracting slavery discussion which occupied 
most of its session last week. The exciting 
debate went over the whole ground of the 
slavery question in its religious, moral, social, 
and i>olilical bearings, from the earliest Bibli- 
cal mention of domestic servitude down to the 
present time. Everybody who could talk had 
an ample opportunity to present hi< particular 
tjmrg and everybody who could not, or who 
wisely concluded that there was nothing new 
to offer on such a threadbare topic, had plenty 
of time for reflection. The action of the Con- 
ference was therefore dclilierate, and was the 
result of a very liberal and thorough inter- 
change of views. And it was as follows: The 
resolutions from the Erie Conference asking 
the New York Conference to recommend the 
several Conferences to change the slavery rule 
so m to exclude all slaveholders, without dis- 
tinction, from the Church, was lost by the over- 
whelming vote of US t» 18. A substitute, 
designed to catch the votes of compromisers, 
limited the excommunication to those w ho bold 
slaves "for mercenary or selfish purposes," hut 
even this was defeated by a vote of 91 to 81). 
Had the substitute been offered us an original 
resolution and not as a compromise, it would 
probably have received a much smaller vote. 
Hut small as the majority was against this in- 
sidious resolution, it was enough to defeat it, 
and to secure the vote of New York in the next 
General Conference, to lie held in Buffalo on 
the 1st of May, for the conservative side. A 
uuiulier of delegates who were absent when the 
vote was taken SH the Erie resolutions, or pre- 
ferred not to vote at that time, subsequently 
recorded their names as follows: Nays 21, yeas 
•-': making the entire expression of sentiment 
against abolit ionizing the church more than 
three to one. This is a result over w hich even 
Christian and patriot in the land should de- 
voutly rejoice. 

Nkw Puixciri.K in National Politics. — 
In the discussions which have been going for- 
ward in relation to Central Italy, the New York 
Journal of Commerce calls attention to what it 
stvles a new and most important principle which 
has been broached, whose application our 
tiilllriay mai / says, if it were to become 
come one of the laws of nations, would pro- 
duce the greatest results, and in fact overturn 
the existing order of things in some countries, 
in more than one quarter of the glolie. It re- 
fers to "the principle of popular or national 
choice in the question of national relations. 
England proposed, and France acquiesced, that 
the people of the yEmilian Provinces, (Parma, 
Modcna, and Uomagna,) and of Tuscany, 
diould decide by actual vole whether they would 
receive back their old princes or annex their 
iv-poctive countries toSardinia. England was 
not in favor of universal suffrage, but the Em- 
peror of the French was; inasmuch as he owes 
his crown to the fact that he was elected Era- 
|ieror by the French natiou on this principle. 
The result of the application of this principle, 
in regard to the Central Provinces of Italy, we 
have seen. By a vote, which was as near to 
unanimity as could well be, the people have 
voted annexation to Sardinia, and their wishes 
have been carried into effect. But let this 
principle be carried out, and the inevitable 
result will he the restoration of the NaliOftt- 
a/ities. Let us see: If allowed to vote on 
the subject, the people of Holstcin and 
Lunenburg would undoubtedly separate from 
Denmark and annex themsehes to Germany: 
Norway would return to Denmark, we are inclin- 
ed to believe. The Ionian Republic, or Ionian 
Isles, would give up the Protectorate of England 
and annex themselves to Greece, to which king- 
dom they ought to hclong. We are not sure that 
France could get Savoy and Nice by popular suf- 
frage without an immense amount of engineering 
oefore a for nal vote. Certainly, Hungary would 
not abide under the paternal government of Aus- 
tria one month, if she could have a popular vote 
na the subject. It is quite certain that Poland 
would abandon Russia, if her own wishes could 
be consulted. The Danubian Provinces would 
soon set up their Own government, if they could 
have their own way. Ireland, too, would hardly 
be willing to continue under the British regis, if 
she could decide the question by popular vote. 
Hut this view- goes too far. What the doctrine 
teaches, we apprehend, is simply this: If a people 
should succeed in overturning their former Gov- 
ernment and driving out tyrannical rulers, or 
those whom they esteem as such, they are not to 
lie coerced by powerful neighbors to receive back 
those rulers. This is a just principle, and such 
as we contended for in regard to the South Ameri- 
can States forty years ago, and Texas at a later day. 
Even this principle, if made of universal applica- 
'ion, would accomplish wonders. It did so in the 
rase of Greece: it would have done so in the ease 
of Hungary in 1819, if it had been enforced. Af- 
ter all, there is progress and "the world does 
move." 



Eastern Kektcokt. — We learn from that 
sterling paper the Sandy Valley Advocate, 
published at Catlettsburg, the county seat of 
the new county of Boyd, that along the line of 
the proposed route of the Lexington and Big 
Sandy Railroad the people are anxious to have 
the work commenced promptly and completed 
at the earliest jieriod. This is most gratifying 
intelligence, for there is now no direet com- 
munication lietwecn northeastern Kentucky 
und the commercial centre of the State, while 
a railroad connection would not only enhance 
the value of the mineral lands and farms in 
the counties of Greenup, Carter. Fleming, 
Morgan, Bath. Montgomery, Clarke. &c, but 
would give them a market in Louisville for all 
their varied products. The Advocate says 
there is no improvement which should claim 
more attention from our citizens than this rail- 
road connection, as it will afford them facilities 
for obtaining coal and iron with such con- 
venience and at such prices as will induce 
capitalists to enter more largely into manufac- 
turing here, and this is all that Louisville re- 
quires to build her up and make her one of the 
largest and most prosperous cities of the \Yc-t. 
There is a re cip ro ci ty of interests, and we are 
most happy to leant from the Advocate that 
there is a cordiality of feeling on the part of 
its section towards our lity, as the following 
extract shows:

Among the most strenuous advocates of the 
riptht of the Komugnese to vote themselves off the 
Homan States and on Sardinia, we notice such edi 
tors as our brilliant and gifted contemporary o 
the Louisville Journal. Now, the Journal hai 
repeatedly und earnestly denied the ri^lit of Soutl 
Carolina to secede from the Dniou. South Caro- 
lina is a sovereign, free, and independent common- 
wealth, joined to thirty-two other sovereip^i, in- 
dependent commonwealths by a constitutional 
compact. South Carolina asserts that if this com- 
pact is violated she has the ric;ht to withdraw from 
thu association. The editor of the Journal vehe- 
mently denies the ri^ht. Yet he asserts the ri^lr 
of the Uomagna — a province, a mere countv ot 
the Roman States — to secede from the Papal Gov- 
ernment and annex itself to a foreign power. The 
i i.;li: which he denies to a Sovereign Slate in a 
i'ederal ltepul.lic he accords to a mere province in I 
Constitutional Monarchy — a province which never 
had and never claimed autonomy. 

When will our cnlinhtened, liberal-minded, 
nineteenth-century Americans learn to look w itb 
an unjaundiced eye uiam anything pertaining to 
Catholics and Catholicit} ? — ItanLttmrn (•'tizt td . 

We fear the Gazette docs not exactly appre- 
hend the question. It certainly docs not treat 
the question with exactness. \Vo assert on 
behalf of the Koinagnu the right of revolution, 
it is tnost*true, hut we have never denied that 
right to South Carolina or to any other jsolitical 
community. Let the Federal Government 
oppress South Carolina, as the Papal Govern- 
ment has oppressed the Komugna, and, when 
the oppression has stirred up revolt, let the one 
call in England or France, as the other has 
called in Austria, to maintain its nuthority ntul 
execute its vengeance, and. finally, on the re- 
tirement of the jailor of liberty in the former 
case, as in the latter, let South Carolina throw 
oft" the tyranny of the President, as the Ko- 
magna has thrown off that of the Popo, and 
we will not dispute her right in the matter, any 
more than we do the right of the BonagWk 
We will not even require her to go through the 
idle formality of authenticating the act by the 
vote of her people. 

The Gazette entirely overlooks the fact that 
the Iiomagna has fairly achieved its indejscn- 
dence of the Papal Government, and that the 
proposition of annexation was submitted not to 
a subject province but to a free people; for no- 
body, we presume, will Ih2 rash enough or fool- 
ish enough to pretend that the Papal Govern- 
ment can re-establish its power in the Hoinag- 
na, without calling back Austria, which, leaving 
justice out of the question, the existing policy 
of Europe utterly forbids. "Without Austria,'' 
says Le Gtterronierc in his celebrated pamphlet, 
'"that power neither can be restored nor main- 
tained. All this, unhappily, is on incontro- 
vertible evidence. " We do not reckon the fact 
an unhappy one by any means, but it assu- 
redly rests on "incontrovertible evidence." The 
Gazette, therefore, in denying the right of the 
Romagna to dispose of itself as it pleases, con- 
demns the right of revolution, and defames the 
spring head of its own country. 

When will our enlightened, lilieral-minded, 
nineteenth-century, American Catholics learn 
to Apply the great principles of American Lib- 
erty to everything pertaining to Catholics and 
Catholicity? 

(y-The irritation of England about the 
Savoy business is excused on the ground that 
Napoleon III deceived her, and that he in- 
tuited her by seeking to buy her in advance 
with a commercial treaty, thus intimating that 
she is always ready to be sold. Thu conduct 
of France in the premises is open to giav* 
criticism, but this is not a period in which a 
nation can change its policy, and make a loug 
movement in the road that leads to war, be- 
cause another nation has not demeaned itself 
properly in all respects. England is too strong 
to be insulted, and .should not uct as if she 
were ever desiring some other countrv to tread 
on the tails of her coat. England has done 
such great things in war, that she can afford 
calmly to despise any reflections that mav be 
made on her capacity to fight and her couruge 
to endure. Her chief error is ovt r-sensitive- 
ness; that would be becoming in a young and 
a weak State, but is not worthy of a nation 
that has completed its thousandth-year, and 
which has an extent of dominion that would 
have astonished even the liomau Etnpcror s 
whose sway was broadest.

Thk BUM OP Poisons. — A bill to regulate Ihe 
sale of poisons has passed the New- York Legisla- 
ture. It requires persons who sell poisons to reg- 
ister the names and residence of the partv pur- 
chasing, unless the article is purchased on a phy- 
sician's prescription. The vial or hni containing 
the poison sold must lie properly and distitu th la- 
belled. These provisions shall apply to the sale 
of small quantities of the follow ing poisons : Ar- 
senic and its various pre|giration«. oxulic acid, 
corrosive sublimate, chloroform, sugar of b ad. 
tartar emetic, opium and its preparation-, oil of 
bitter iilmonds. cyani'es of potawillBI. niercurv. 
silver and zinc, deadly night shade, henbane. 
son hcmloi k. N'o person shall sell or give the 
following poisonous substances, without the writ- 
ten order of a regularly authorized practicing 
physician, whose name and residence shall lie at- 
tached to such order, except in w holesale quanti- 
ties, viz: Prussic acid, aconite and its various 
preparations, atmpia and its salts caiitharidis.

There seemed lo be two 
distinct currents of air. larth of which came in 
contact when alaiut over this village, creating a 
ino-t lerritic and appalling scuiic. A BVJOUer of 
houses were blown down, and roofs by the ipianti- 
tv were torn from dwellings, store-houses ami 
Uirns, and carried to an incredible distance. 

The roof of the Pi fit lad a lit Lutheran church was 
blown some distance, and the walls somew hat in- 
jured. A dwelling house in the west put of town 
was detnolishisl by a roof from a large storehouse, 
the roof having been carried alaiut fifty yarda, 
striking the top of the dwelling, crushing it near- 
ly level with the earth. The family narrowly 
escaped with their lives — one child was badly 
hart ill making its escape from Ihe building. A 
roof from a dwelling was seen living through t In- 
air at an angle of 2<MJ feet, supjioseil tn have been 
carried alxmt a mile and a half. One' large two- 
story frame house was twisted around, making it 
almost a total wreck. 

Stock was killed in every direction. Conster- 
nation was seated U|ain every countenance of the 
inhabitants.

A Brka< ii OF Promise Case in Losimin.— On 
the 2«th ult. an action of breach of promise of 
nuiiTiatic was held in the Sheriff '« OlHUf, lx>mlon. 
in whieh the damages were laid at 116,000. The 
plaintiff was Miss Elizabeth I'axton. and the de- 
fendant, iter. Henry BoMmop, »f Walmer. It J 
appeared that the parties hecamc acquainted with 
each other in Is.'*, w hen Mi»s V ixtmi was twenty- 
four, at Gorea. in tbo county of Wexford.

The defendant's counsel 
admitted a promise, and he said there were no im- | 
putations on the young lady. The same cause 
still existed which had prevented the marriage, 
aud that was the defendant's circumstances. He 
had only $1,500 a year, with certain expenses, and , 
be showed he was in debt. The defendant would 
not drag his wife into poverty; and he submitted 
that the defendant was not to pay in person if lie 
could not pay in purse. The plaintiff 's couiim I i 
asked for substantial damages, and denied that 
$],. r >(H) a year was net a sufficient sum to marry 
ou. If the defendant could not |iay in purse lie 
must |>ay in person. The defendant had stated 
that he owed $3,000, but that was no justification 
for his conduct. Thcjury gave'a verdict of $1,500 
damages.

Chronic consternation in the Vatican, jingling 
ami recrimination between Antonelli and the oth- 
er Cardinals, and the Pope among them all re- 
peating his eternal ejaculations, "We cannot, we 
ought not, we will not!" 

'There is a corps in Kome consisting of 3P1 men 
including drummers and officer*, w ho are called 
the Palace Guard [Jjttardia Palutina) and their 
commander is Colonel the Marquis Guglielmi. 
This gallant officer applied the otjier day to the 
Pope for 19.000 scudi to complete - the armament 
of this guard. The Pope's answer was, "Did yen 
ask kimt" This emplialic pronoun in the Pope '.« 
language is meant lor An'onelli. the Minister in 
whose infallibility the Holy- Father lias more im- 
plicit faith than in his own. "I have not, voiir 
Holiness, said the Marquis. "Mien," replied the 
Poutiff, "how is the thing tn be managed? When 
he hears of 1 U ,U"U crowns being wanted, you know 
Ikiw he will wrinkle up his nose." "Aut, vour 
Holiness, it is an unavoidable expense." "Tha 
may l>e, but you know he is so tight-fisted, you 
know how be stints even half a bofOCCO when Ik* 
interest of the country is at stake. Well, well, 
we shall see; we'll speak to him as soon as |w>ssi- 
I le; we'll see what he'll do for you; for all he does 
is well done." Such was the interview, word fin 
word. 

On a subsequent occasion the same Marqui- 
Guglielmi introduced two of the captains of his 
troops. The Pope was, agreeably to his wont, 
very inquisitive us to whether they were married 
men, how many children I hey had, &c. then dis 
missed (hem with these words: "Gentlemen, I 
trust you, I rely on you, on the zeal of your men, 
on the love you and they bear me. Kvil times 
are coming. I may soon want your help to protect 
our rights. Your valor is all we have fo look up 
to the day the French leave us. For the present 
these 'nice gentlemen' (lyi/csVi $ifno nnT ) give no 
sign of their intention to take themselves off, bin 
go they must (dovrtmno partirt)," 

For myself, who in sober train expect to see the 
Po|ie himself go away from Kerne much s<«nie: 
than the French, it is not easy lo seltle lo my own 
satisfaction w hether by these lasl words I lie Pope 
expressed bis hopes or his fears. Thai the Pope 
is right as to the present intention- of the French 
1 have little doubt, for I see cannon ami nmrtar- 
arrivc in Home frequently, tin Friday lasl. the 
9th, the French Ambassador was willi the Pope, 
to communicate a dispatch to him, in which the 
Emperor Napoleon said, that after all the meas- 
ures that had lieen taken, and the means employ- 
ed to induce the l'ontilieial Court to a change of 
policy, he had seen with regret that they w ere 
bent on the pursuance of their ow n way. and cvou 
showed a hostile disposition to I be French Govern- 
ment; that he therefore would have to conic to 
the resolution of recalling his troops, leaving the 
Pope to provide for the tninquilitv of his own 
State as he best could. The Pope (few into the 
most violent passion; he fancied e saw in the 
Emperors words a sneer as well as a snare. 
"How," said he, "am I to provide for the Mffctj 
of the State or of my person? Shall I be allowed 
to call in the Neapolitans.' " 

The Aaulussador, I am told, replied that his 
master would put in bis kind office! with his Sicil 
ian Majesty, so that those auxiliaries should COtM 
in as soon as possible. The Pope then no longer 
constrained himself, but laying in flic DnUes 
band a letter he had received fmm the King of 
Sardinia (a second letter, in which Victor Kni- 
mamicl speaks no longer of a vicarship or lieuten- 
ancy, but simply of a tribute or annuity, ami adds 
that the presence of a single Neapolitan soldier in 
the Marches would be looked u|*m as a t-nsiis 
Mil,) "Head,'' he said, "my Ixird Ambassador; 
read, and then -Jell me how I am to act. I must 
not summon the Austrians; France will not allow 
it. I must not call in the Neapolitans: Sardinia 
forbids it. My own troops are not equal to the 
attacks we are daily exposed fo. What, Ihcn, i- 
to be done? This is an infamy, and you may 
write so to the Euiuaw, this is a ribaldry." ("/nV 
jfamia e ribalderia. ' I translate literally.) The 
Amliassador left pleading his instructions and his 
inability to do otherwise. The Pope hail one of 
bis usual nervous attacks and epileptic tits — the 
infallible consequence with him of any access of 
fury.

He was in the act of telling the as- 
sembled group a story, when the explosion took 
place, which seemed to shake the solid earth, and 
lie fell, without a struggle Of a word, instantane- 
ously dead. This flash of lightning was the Erral 
that came from the cloud, and was not followed 
by any others that were remarkable. There were 
seven or eight persons in the mini, but no others 
were injured. No mark of any kind could lie 
fouud on Otis, nor was there the slightest change 
or convulsion on his features."

DEATH OK GLA8QOW. 
"Let not ambition mock thalf useful toil. 

Their homely joys, ami itestiny olweiire; 
Nor grandeur hear with a disdainful smile. 

The pliort and simple annuls of the poor." 

Glasgow, once a favorite sen-ant of the late 
diaries Cunningham, Esq., died at the resilience 
of his master, Slaj. \V. I. Mulierlv. of this place, 
early on the morning of the 17lli inst., aged one 
hundred and twelve vears. 

I ncle Glasgow. aS lie lias been familiarly call- 
ed for the last half cenlury, is deserving, as well 
from his grout age as from his many rare quali- 
ties, of more than a passing notice. lie servo] 
with faithfulness and industry, as a teamster, dur- 
ing the revolutionary war — retaining a dis inct 
recollection of General Washington, and often 
spoke of him with love and veneration. 

It will be seen that at the time of the revolu- 
tion, the deceased was a man of from thirty to 
thirty-jlve years of age, and only sixteen vears 
younger than the "Father of his county, who 
died at an advanced age more than sixty years 
ago. 

Glasgow was a grown m m wheu Charles Cun- 
ningham, his late master, was I torn, and survived 
him twenty years, although his master at the 
time of his death was by no means young. 

Mr. Ko.iert Cunningham, in whose family Glas- 
gow was bonij was one of the earliest pioneers of 
the State of Kentucky, and brought his faithful 
servant with him to the "dark and bloody ground." 
Kesiding, as a mercKant, many years at Lexing- 
ton, he had Glasgow employed as a wagoner be- 
tween that Mini and "Limestone," often entrust- 
ing him with large amounts of money, and even 
sending him with specie (the onlv currency in 
those davs) to Pittsburgh anil distant points. He 
often safd that he felt just as safe when Glasgow 
had charge of bis mouev as if he curried it him- 
self. 

Nearly even- man has his weakness. Glasgow 
had fifo — he hud a great horror of physic and a 
fondness for whisky. During the prevalence of 
cholera, in 1833. his wife, Hilsey, was taken sick 
— a popular physician was called, who prescribed 
for her. and left several of his infallible powders 
to be taken from time to lime, and departed on 
his rounds to visit other patients. In the evening 
he returned by Glasgow s cottage, and hailed the 
old man as he was sitting bv the door: 

"Good evening, I'ncle Glasgow, how is l»il- 
sey?" 

"She don't need none of your medicine now," 
replied the old man. with a sob. 
"Not dead, I hope?" 

A"h! ves, Doctor," said Glasgow heaving a deep 
sigh, "that lasl dnse fired her.' 

Glasgow had taken up a prejudice against meaV- 
cine-men in early life, and Dilsey's untimely death 
(she was aliout seventy) ditl not tend iu the least 
to eradicate it. He had occasional attacks of 
severe illness, but the utmost entreaties of his 
kind in stress and master were employed in \ain 
to indu e him to take medicine, and equally fruit 
less were their remonstram es in regard" to his 
inveterate habit of getting drunk. 

Some fifteen years ago. one of the colored family, 
occupying the same room with Glasgow, was 
taken sick, and as the family physician was pro- 
ceeding to the quarters, Major il. />oskd him in 
regard to the old man's peculiarities, and asked 
him to prescribe for Glasgow also. Having dis- 
patched the first patient, the doctor turned to the 
old soldier, and remarked: 

"Uncle Glasgow, yon secra to be a little sick 
too; let me feel your pulse.'' 

"Well, doctor," said he, extending his hand, 
' you can feel ray pulse, but Glasgow don't lake 
none of your physic. 

After a moment s pau^e, the d'tctor turned to 
Major M. and said: 

"Major, Glasgow's pulse is lather feeble; I thiiik 
a good brandy toddy would Indp him." 

This was too much for Glavgow's philosophy; 
his countenance brightened; his muscles relaxed: 
his bony face assumed first a smile, then a grin; 
audj turning his big white eyes upon the disciple 
of Galen, he said: 

"Ha! ha! doctor, Master Billy has called the 
right physician at last — you've got more sense 
than all the doctors he's ever had here yet." 

Glasgow has gone the way of all the earth. 
Manv a worse man, by a freak of fortune or by 
the adulation of friends, has been transformed into 
■i ! • o. — Ilarrodsbuty Press.

Aypro/iriate Aiipvintmmt. — Mrs. Mary (.'lies- 
nut, mother of the Senator fmm South Carolina, 
his been appointed Vico-Kegent of the Mount 
Vernon Association of that State. She is eighty- 
live years of age, and had a |iersoual acquaintance 
with General Washington. In the spring of 1789 
Washington visited Trenton and was received 
with the moat enthusiastic demonstration by the 
people, especially by the ladies. A "triumphal 
arch'' was erected on the bridge over the Assin- 
pinck Creek, at the entrance of which six young 
girl* at rawed flowers before him unil sang a song 
of welcome. One of those girls is now Mrs. t'hes- 
mit. Antl she who in the dawn of life sang t he 
song of triumphant welcome to "The Hero,' now 
in its wane joins those who are endeavoring to pay 
the noblest of tributes to that hero's memory. 

To prove that Minister Dallas, at Ixindon, is not 
the "snob " the Tribune charged him with being, 
because lie returned Mr. Lungwort lis wine, some 
i ne rakes up the reminiscence that while presid- 
ing over tlie Senate as Vice President, the two 
Senators from Arkansas habitually pronounced 
the name of their State iu a different manner; 
wherefore Mr. Dallas, "with a delicacy of polite 
ness which none but a gentleman could have con- 
ceived, never failed to adopt the pronunciation 
employed by the one whose name he had occasion 
to call iu the Senate, anil said, "the Senator from 
ArkanstM, " or "the Senator from Arkaiwrne," as 
the case might require. 

Sicn Kien is the present Emperor of China. 
The Almanach da Got ha for 18G0 inserts his name 
in its list of reigning monarchs. This is the first 
instance thai the name of a Chinese monarch was 
ever inserted in this aristocratic little volume. 
Krom it we learn that the Sien Kien is the seventh 
I'.niperor of the dynasty of i'sin. which, iu 1644 
succeeded to the dynasty of Min. At the age of 
twenty he lieeumc the ruler of four hundred and 
liffeen millions of people, but his life is rendered 
miserable by the quarrels of his Cabinet and 
relatives.

TJie aggregate value of the 
property of thirty-one men, taken as they come, 
is shown to be £21,393, giving an average to each 
of $690.
